SELRCTINC AND CURING 
SEED CORN 

The .season is ni)|)roachinK 
when all frosts must expect 
ed. Some thouaht. therefore, 
sould be given io tiio selection 
corn for next season’s crop- 
Aa this summer haj^ been warm 
cr than usual corn is more mat 
ure than it generally is at tliis 
date, and it should I)e possible 
to select !>lenty of good seed. 

By sellecting seed ears i,^ the 
field annually, one can imprcVve 
a strain of corn in earlincss and 
habit iif growth, and thei\by 
make it l)etter adapted to din 
atic conditions. The Lothl>rid-c 
strain of Nortinvestern dent 
has l>een developed at the L.tii 
bridge station b/ selection of 
seed ears each fall for the past 
twelve years. Karliiuss has 
^n considered one of the most 
important factors when adect 
ing, but attenti '] has n^so hee?i 
given to other d.siiable (pidit 
ies as well, with the le.uilt Limt 
the strain torlay Is consideraldy 
earlier than most strains of 
Northwestern dent. It ripens 
more unifoinily, and is a ver\' 
suitable vari.-ty for the district 
for either grain or ensilage 
purposes. 

Immediately after pulling, the 
ears should bo luvskiul and stor 
ed in a suitable place foi drying* 
Where artificial heat is used, 
the m dsture content of the 


ears is reduced much more rap¬ 
idly and there is therefore, less 
danger td’ the kernels lieing 
damaged from frost during stor 
age. it is important during the 
drying process, particularly 
where artificial drying is pr&ctis 
('d, to have a good circulation 
of air and to have the ears stor 
ed in such a way that they do 
Tnt com.^ in contact with one 
another, but that the air gets a 
chance to circulate on all sides 
of them. , 

The drying frames which 
have i)Gen used at the station 
have lieen found satisfactory 
Fromes <>f convenient dimens¬ 
ions have been made of two Ir 
four lumber. Chicken wire ha' 
then been stretched tightly ov 
Cr l)oth sides in the frame sc 
that the holoa on one sida comr 
opjiposite the holes on thn ot¬ 
her. Whofi the eai’s are placer 
ill a drying rack of this kinr 
they p?’e supported b^, the wire 
on both sides and the pir get* 
an o))p>rtunity to circulate fr.:e- 
ly. For thick ears a frame can 
ho made of two by twetve lum- 
b(M as the cars will dry satis' 
factorily sup|)',pted by only one 
wire, and twice as many ear* 
c^in he dried as in the case 
W'here two 1)^^ four framing is 
used- 

Wliere only small quanlitier 
of corn ;>i'e dried this can be 
done satisfactorily by pulling 
the husks back c'n the ears 
and tying them so that they 
can he hung in bunces of about 
n dozen.

Condensed ffom Life 

(By Irving D. Tressler) 

Late in May the Queen Mary, 
World’s Largest Ship, thrash^ 
out of Southampton and shot 
across the Atlantic. By August 
the Normandie, having increas¬ 
ed her tonnage, was again the 
world’s largest liner and had 
lowered the Queen Maij’s re¬ 
cord by IH 3-10 seconds. By 
October it l)ecRme known that 
the Queen Mary wouii ' ^ dock¬ 
ed for speed ahd tonnage alter¬ 
ations. The Norhiandio was wir¬ 
elessed in mid-Atlantic to tran¬ 
ship all 35 j)a88enger3 lo a 
freighter and return for simi¬ 
lar alterations. 

The Greater Queen Mary WhB 
first in the water lat^ in April 
1937. There was small suri^ris? 
when she made her maiden 
crossing in 3 days, 14 hours and 
4.'5 minutes Bulova watch vir'o. 
She grossed 110.000 tons and 
required 13,000 heads of lettuce 
per round trip- The New Nor¬ 
mandie. in seiivice in July, an¬ 
nounced herself as the greatest 
liiier ever rebuilt. At fuM speed 
she left a wake which capsized 
every fishing smack within 20 
miles. 

Six years later England com¬ 
pleted the 500,000 ton Princess 
Elizal:)eth. Her construction fol¬ 
lowed the better-shaped icebergs 
with only one-eighth of her en¬ 
ormous bulk showing above the 
water; and she contained four 
sw'imming |X)ols, a bulPfighting 
arena, and two breweries. Pass¬ 
engers could dance on the real 
grass of a real village green. 
France too had completed a 
500,000 t.n liner, the Madamoi 
sello d’Armentiers, with indoor 
ski-slide, a bridle path and four 
acres of swamp land. Fortunes 
were made and lost on the hor¬ 
ses at her half-mile tiack on 
her H deck. It was said that ten 
men, caught in the bowels of 
the ship during construction, 
were roaming about somewhere 
below in a half-wild condition. 

As the two liners on Iheir in¬ 
itial run raced toward Ambrose 
Light at 50 knots, each captain 
feeling t’nat his was tha World’s 
largest liner, signalled te other
